The ceiebraticn, whirh will rontinue 
over several days, will be in honor of 
the completion o" the Florida Kasi 
Coast Railway Company'a line con- 
necting thy mainland of the United 
States with "Uio island city of 
Key 


West. 


The construction of "the railroaJ 


over the sea." which is the name fa- 
miliarly applied to the new line, is 
regarded as one of the greatest en- 
ginerinjr triumphs of. tho asje. 
The 


-"-project of building the line from the 


tipend of the Florida peninsula 
to 


-.Key West, using the lonp stretch or" 


coral reefs as stepping-stones, was 


-f first conceived ibout seven years dso. 


Henry M. Flagler, the chief pr-»motor 
of the enterprise, supplied the mil- 
lions of capital necessary and the best 
engineering talent in America fur- 
nished the intr--nuity and skill that 
have made the road an accomplished 
fact. 


Nearly thirty Islands were used for 


short stretches of construction, the 
longest beini? 16 miles, on Key I,ar«o- 
More than 30 nvies of earth and rock 
embankment -were built where the in- 
tervening water was shallow. Where 
deeper water prevailed and where the 
openings were exposed to storms, con- 
crete arch viaduct construction TVJIS 
u*ed. cqnsistingr of 52 reinforced con- 
crete circular-arch spans and piers, 
with occasional s-pans of CO feet. This

was one of the most interesting fea- 
tures of the entire project, not only be- 
cause of the size of the larger ones. 

They 
were constructed literally on the op«n 
wa. In many places where the water 
is deep enough to float a large-size 
ocean steamship, ai.d where the local- 
ity is exposed to the gj.les of the At- 
lantic, much of the work was done by 
floating plants, where the concrete v»s 
mixed'and placed in position by mesms 
or powerful boom derricks. 
In the 


shallower water mo'ds for the founda- 
tion of the vUiduc'_ were formed by 
driving "piles, which held in place wa- 
ter-tight frameworK
